GIVE IT A TRIAL. 


R. J. STRATTON, Supt. 


An Epitome of the Fertlltei^r 


M:ide by a Competent Authority. 


Prof. Cnldwell, of Cornell University, 


delivered an address before the Massa- 
chusetts Horticultural Society, which 
is summarized as follows: 


1. That if enough of the needed ele- 


ments of food of the gardener's or hor- 
ticulturist's crops can not be obtained 
in stable manure or other animal 
waste, it can he procured in the trade 
in unlimited quantity, and in every de- 
gree of availability depending on dif- 
ferent grades of solubility, and in the 
greatest variety of mixtures, to suit any 
whim or fancy of crop growers. 


2. That profitable crop-growing can 


he carried on for at least many years 
with these commercial fertilizers alone. 


3. That the most evident distinction 


between stable manure and commercial 
fertilizers, and the distinction upon 
which we should therefore base an ex- 
planation of the greater reliability of 
the former, is its proportion of veget- 
able matter, of which commercial fer- 
tilizers contain practically none. 


4. That soil contains in a difficultly 


soluble condition, and therefore not 
easily led upon by the crop, all-the 
needed elements of plant food. 


5. That humus, by the decay it suf- 


fers in the soil, furnishes carbonic acid 
and other solvent agents, and this car- 
bonic acid appears to play an impor- 
tant part in the nourishment of crops, 
by bringing this native insoluble stock 
of plant food within their easy reach. 


6. That even if we add water-soluble 


plant food on the »oH, it becomes 
largely insoluble before the crop can 
feed upon it; therefore soluble plant 
food added to the soil In commercial 
fertilizers also needs tbe help of the 
humus finally for its solution. 


7. That piant food in most animal 


and vegetable, residues used in manures, 
costs much less than in commercial 
manure. 


8. That in spite of the disadvantages 


that under some conditions attend the 
use of commercial fertilizers, they are, 
nevertheless, a very important and 
necessary help in crop growing. 


9. That in using these fertilizers tho 


wisest course appears to be to make 
one's own mixtures of the raw material, 
as well as securing a better manure aa 
for economy in the first cost. 


The foregoing is an epitome of the 


fertilizer question, made by a compe- 
tent authority. In reproducing it, we 
would emphasize the seventh point, and 
would add, that in our opinion, there 
mnsl.be either a marked increase In the 
price of agricultural products, or a 
marked decrease in the price asked for 
commercial 
fertilizers, 
before 
the 


farmer of Ohio and westward can af- 
tord to use them in ordinary crop pro- 
duction. There is no donbt that an ar- 
tilicial fertilizer may be made that 
will produce as large crops as stable 
manure, but at present prices the cost 
of such a fertilizer is generally greater 
than the value of the increased produce 
resulting from its use.—Farm and Firt- 
iide.

Tlie old-time summer silks are being 


used again in stripes, checks, bars and 
blocks, and these may be either the 
smooth lustrous surfaces, the twilled 
snrahs or the basket-woven Louisines. 
The entire dross may be of one mate- 
rial, but this is often improved by add- 
ing touches of a contrasting color in 
the vest, Ihe revers, collar and cuffs, 
while the skirt is prettily adorned by a 
sash, ami, instead of flounces, one or 
two rows of scallops of a eorftrjlstin* 
color are added at the foot. I/i such 
dresses the eft'ect of a full skirt is 
given, flounces are avoided, and above 
!hc full skirt there is a very bouffant 
drapery. A pretty model of such a 
dress is of Lonisine, gray-bine with 
cross-bars of red about a fourth of an 
inch apart, and all the accessories ol 
sash, scallops, revers, etc., are of 
plain red surah the shade of that in tho 
Lonisino. Although this dress appears 
to have a full round skirt, it is never- 
theless mado on a gored foundation 
skirl, of red silk, finished by silk foot- 
plaitings. This skirt is, however, con- 
cealed by another of tho Lonisine, con-, 
sisbliig of four straight breadths, each 
about twenty-two inches wide, gath- 
ered to the belt to throw a great deal 
of lnlness In the back, and cut out in 
scallops on the lower edge. These 
scallops 
when 
finished 
are 
four 


inches deep and very nearly two 
inches wide. In the spaces between 
the scallops appears another row of 
scnllops of similar shape, made of red 
surah, and these are supported by 
the knife-plaitings on the foundation 
skirt. A deep apron over-skirt covers 
the front and sides, being caught up by 
the sash ends far back on the left side, 
and the bark shows only the full gath- 
ered .skirt just described. The drapery 
extends up the right side high on the 
hips, completing the apron, and drops 
down in n point behind. 
The short 


basque hns revers of red surah up each 
side ot a white crape plaston that is 
placed across the front, plain at the 
throat, and laid in three diagonal folds 
on the, chest. 
Such dresseo are simi- 


larly carried out in white China silk 
with dull red velvet, in black surah 
with olive green surah, and in black 
and white striped silk with moir, either 
while or black. Smooth silk in stripes 
of two shades of gray-blue or of dull 
red makes very effective dresses with 
cream white surah, or else with surah 
of the .shade of one of the stripes.— 
Harper's Jlazar. 


Repairing Chairs. 


If you have any old cane-bottomed 


chairs which want re-canine, yon may 
make the scats useful with thick, col- 
ored wool twine. Cut away th«» old 
cane first, and thread a long, stout 
darning-needle with the twine. Knot 
the ends, loop it through tbe holes 
backwards and forwards, crossways 
from side to side, right and left, and, 
every hole being filled, work them 
«ick again, weaving as you would for 
cloth, so you must be careful not to 
draw the threads very tight the first 
,ime over, or it is more difficult to 
weave. 
Finally, press the pair of 


threads together.—-Farm and FiresiiU.

«bb of the tide which flowed so high in 
the preceding National election, and i n 
part also by the American Instinct of fair 
play, which demands that the party fresh- 
ly installed may have a free opportunity 
ana full time to lay out Us ground and 
mature Its measures. 


This period of popular inaction Is thus 


not only advantageous lor rest, but It pre- 
pares those who are the ultimate arbiters 
on all matters of public concern to alve a 
patient hearing to fair argument when 
the time arrives for popular dlsouBslon." 


Mr. Blalne then spoke ol the ap- 


proaching State election. He also took 
up the leading political Issues of th'e 
Nation, treating at considerable length the 
different 
tariff ideas of the two leading 


parties and discussed the labor question, 
tho fisheries dispute, our relations with 
Mexico as regards tho Cutting affair, and 
closed with a brief reference to tho Pro- 
hibitionists. 
Speaking of the tariff pol-

Democratic members supported the free 
trade side of the question, but a -small 
minority uniting with the Republicans, 
iound themselves able to defeat the 
measure, the Democratic party Instantly 
using comparative dullness In business, 
which their own course in Congress for 
twelve years largely developed, as an ar- 
gument against the policy of protection.

In 1801 the 
South presented a • condition brought 
about by nearly an entire aoneratlon of 
free trade, and the aggregate amount 
which the people accumulated In savings 
banks during that long period was less 
than one hundred and sixty million dol- 
lars. In the same States on the first day 
of January, 1886, the aggregate amount 
in the savings banks was over one thou- 
sand and twenty millions of 
dollars.

ison may be still more embarrassing to 
free trade doctrinaires and more difficult 
for them to answer.

"Do yon suppose," he continued, "that 
yon can permanently maintain in North- 
ern States one scale ol prices when just 
beyond an imaginary line on the south, of 
the United States a lar different scale of 
prices is paid for labor?

not so skillful a workman nor so Intelli- 
gent a man as you are, but If he will lay 
brick in a cotton factory in South Caro- 
lina at hail tho price yon are paid; if he 
will paint and plaster It at the same low 
rate, he Is inevitably erecting an indus- 
try which, if the same rate of wages be 
maintained throughout, will drive you 
out of business or lead you to the gates 
ol his own poverty."

Tho day is noar at hand when the voters of 


this county will be called upon to choose can- 
didates for tho various offices ol tho county, 
10 be voted for at the November election. It 
is Important that all offices should be tilled by 
men fully competent to discharge tho duties 
of the oilice lor which they are elected. 


Tho Importance ot tho 'oilleo ol county 


judge, perhaps, may not bo fully understood. 
It Is the most important and responsible ollioo 
lu the county, not excepting that of circuit 
Jud#u. The county court has a common law 
jurisdiction to tho amount of one thousand 
dollais, and unlimited iurlsdiction aa a pro- 
bate court, in tho settlement, of estates, In ad- 
justing claims against estates, in ordering tho 
sale ol real estate 10 pa> tho debts and edu- 
cate tho children of deceased persons. Estates 
are often wasted and frittered away by tho in- 
competency and dishonesty of administrators 
and gaardians. Iho county Judge is tho 
guardian over all, and ought to have a suffi- 
cient knowledge oi law and business to guard 
well tho property and interests of deceased 
persona and their minor children. 


It Is bcllo\ od that tho county court adjudi- 


cates more money each year than the circuit 
court. In selecting a county judge It Is well 
to bo carotul {as In all other ofllcors) and such 
a man as you won Id bo willing to entrust your 
business to bo managed by him without >our 
Intervention. He careful In tho selection of 
candidates lor oilloe.

Agriculture, and show that only two 
counties in the state will yield 83'j bush- 
els per acre, or 100 per cent; these are 
Piatt and Edgar. Three will exceed $3% 
bushels per acre as follows: Ooles, 101 
per cent; Shelby, 110, and Vermilion, 106. 
All others are below 100 per cent. The 
average for the state will be 69 % per cent 
of 33% bushels per acre.
